So far. th** American line was holding the Germans to 
limited gains, but the Nazis were still striking along their 
two-mile-deep and live-mile-long dent southeast of Bitche. 
Ihe enemy, moreover, had driven a bridgehead across the 
lilies river east of Sarregueminea. 
Snow was falling again over the Belgian bulge and there 
rain farther south. At least through this morning, close 
support was lacking because planes were grounded. 
Behind the Siegfried line in the Saarland and Palatinate, 
however, a considerable increase was noted in enemy activity 
and supreme headquarters iii its communique said ominously
